WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The 
Law Enforcement Commission in 
its voluminous supplementary re- 
port, dealt almost entirely with 
amendments to the existing stat- 
utes and cited nunferous circum- 


its views. 

On the,proposai to amend thé 
padlock injunction section of the 
Voistead act to make it more ef- 
fective, the Commission recom- 
mended: 

“If in any proceeding under this 
section it is made to appear to the 
court that any person or persons 
unknown have or claim an interest 
in such room, house, building, 


‘structure, boat, vehicle, or place, 


or some part thereof which would 
be affected By the order prayed 
for, it may order that such person 
or persons unknown be made par- 
ties by designating as un- 
known owners or mants of 
some interest in the property de- 
scribed, and such person or per- 
sons, and any defendants who dre 
absent from the jurisdiction oF 
whom, whether within or without 
the jurisdiction, it is- impracticable 
to serve otherwise, or who are 
shown to the satisfaction of the 
court to be concealing themselves 
for the purpose of evading service 
of process or of any order of the 
court, may be served in accordance 
with the provisions of section 57 
of the judicial code (title 28, sec- 
tion 118, U. S. C.)” 
Uniawful Tra 

This amendment to the Volstead 
act was recommended by the Com- 
mission so as to take full addvan- 
tage of the activities of State of- 
ficers in cases of uniawful traps- 
portation: 

“Any State, county, or municipal! 
Officer’ of the law may, on discov- 
ery of any person in the act of 
transporting in violation of this titie 
intoxicating liquors in‘any wagon, 
buggy, automobile, water or air 
craft, or other vehicle, seize the 
Same and any and all intoxicating 
liquors found therein being trans- 
ported contrary to lawand arrest 
any person in charge of the same, 
and may thereupon proceed against 
such ‘person and property in the 
appropriate Federal Court as here- 
in before provided.” 

“As to the need of this,” the 
Commission said, “wé have the 
testimony of a number’ of prohibi- 
tion administrators and an inter- 
esting statement in the prohibition 
suryey of.New York. Experience 
has. shown: that inability to take 
full advantage of the activities of 
State officers in localities where 
they are inclined not to co-operate 
has been a source of embarrass- 
ment particularly in Statesin which 
there is no State enforcement law 
ander which to carry on a State 
prosecution. As things are, the 
most that such officers do is, if so 
inclined, to notify the prohibition 
administrator of what they have 
found, and leave it to his frequent- 
ly overworked office to send his 
men to the iocality and take 
charge.” il : 
Slight Violations. 

This amendment to the Jones 
law was proposed by the Conimis- 
sion for the purpose of defining 
“easual or slight violations,” of the 
Voistead act. » 

“For the purpose of prosecution, 
the foliowing shall be deemed cas- 
ual of slight. violations: (1) Uniaw- 
ful possession, (2) single salts of 
small quantities by persong not en- 
gaged in habitual violation of the 
law, (3) unlawful making of smal! 
quantities where no other person 
is employed, (4) assisting in mak- 
ing or transporting as a casual em- 
ploye only, (5). transporting smatl 
quantities by persons not habitual- 
ly engaged in transportation of ii- 
licit liquors or habitually. employed 
by habifyal violators of the iaw.” 

“This should be considered in 
connection with our proposal az to 
relief of congestion in the Fed- 
eral courts,” the commission said.

This condition not only 
appeared in the service of original 
subpenas,’ but in many cases it has 
been impossible to effect . final 
process or decree by serving it 
upon the party in interest.’ 

“Bargain Days” m Court. 

“It is net«merely that this yvol- 
ume of prosecutions clogs the 
dockets and interferes with the 
other business of the courts. In or- 
-der to dispose of the cases at all it 
is necessary to resert to. “bargain 
days.” or to hold a ‘cafeteria court,’ 
with serious effects on the dignity 
of the tribunal and on respect for 
the Federal courts. 

“In one targe city, Saturday is 
‘bargain day;' $5 per cent ef those 
prosecutéd in liquor cases plead 
guilty, are fined. and go their way 
as in a police court. In one Federal 
court theré are 30 to 35 pleas of 
guilty on each weekly bargain 
day.” 

“Under such circumstances the 
severe penalties prescribed by the 
law become a joke. Moreover, it 
happens not infrequently that thore 
who ought te be dealt with severe- 
ly are able to take advantage of 
the crowded dockets and partici- 
pate in the bargain penalties. Petty 
prosecutions must go on. 
not do to create an impression that 
minor infractions are to be toler- 
ated, but the pressure of the large 
volume of prosecutions for minor 
infractions, due to the mecessity of 
proceeding in the great run of 
[eases by indictment and jury trial, 
‘seriously interferes with vigorous 
handling of major infractions and 
makes the treatment. of minor in- 
fractions perfunctory.. This. con- 
dition and the resulting policy of 
wholesale disposition of cases on 
bargain days has done much to- 
ward creating a feeling in some lo- 
calities that the law cannot be en- 
forced.” : 

OUategory of Offenses. 

Calling attention that a distinc- 
‘tion is made in the Jones law be- 
tween “casual or silght violations” 
and major violations, the -Com- 
mission said this distinction might 
be taken advantagé of to set up a 
category of offenses to be the sub- 
ject of simpler prosecution. 

“Legislation defining the term 
casual or slight. violations,” it said,

LONDON, Jan. 14.—Presiding | 
over a Cabinet council today, Prime 
Minister MacDonald outlined the 
British policy for the forthcoming 
naval arms limitation conference in 
a final statement to his colleagues.

Dr. Otto Heller Declares Poetry 
May Seem Deep Because Writer 
Is Muddled... 

The easy popularity which liter- 
ary freaks find among those per- 
sons who think anything unintelligi- 
ble must be “over their heads” was 
discussed at the Junior League yes- 
terday by Dr. Otto Heller, dean of 
the graduate school of Washington 
University. 

“Poetry may be deep because it 
springs from a deep mind,” he re- 
marked. “or it may seem deep be- 
cause it comes from a muddled 
mind.” He discussed pioneers of 
expressionism and their authentic 
excelfencies, but maintained that 
such persons as Gertrude Stein had 
reduced expressiénism to absurdity, 
and sMam expressionism was a ref-; 
uge of mediocrity. 

“Poetry is a projection of the es- 
sence of human nature,” he said. 
“So long as it performs its mission, 
we cannot tell the muse how to 
dress. The serious artist must be 
listened to, no matter in what mode 
eh fashions his work. But the char- 
latan we must make fun of.’

Mrs. Lyttelton, Widow of. En- 
glish Colonial Secretary, 
Makes Address. 


| The three fundamental qualities 


of the | English-speaking peoples are 
“a passionate love of individual 
freedom, tolerance for other peo- 
ple’s opinions and:a sense of jus- 
tice which sometimes seems almost 
fantastic,” says the Hon. Mrs. Al- 
fred Lyttelton of London, who ad- 
dressed the St. Louis chapter of the 
English-Speaking Union at a 
luncheon at the Statler Hotel, yes- 
terday. ° 

Mrs, Lyttelton, widow of Aifred 
Lyttelton, who was secretary of 
State for the British colonies, is 
chairman of the Common [nterests 
Committee of the British English- 
Speaking Union, She is in St. Louis 
on her return trip from capan 
where she was a British delegate 
to the 1929 conference of the In- 
stitute of Pacific Relations. 

In her talk, Mrs. Lyttelton dwelt 
on the bond existing between the 
English-speaking peoples and de- 
clare@d that the qualities of free- 
dom, tolerance and justice had be- 
come “imbedded in the very struc- 
ture of the language.” 

“What you have to do, you mem- 
bers of the English-Speaking un- 
jon, is to guard this language,” she 
said. “Prevent it from getting less 
clear and tess strong and less beau- 
tiful by your efforts in the schools 
and all the rest of it.” 

Mrs. Lyttefton urged the estab- 
lishment of exchange scholarships 
under which young 8t Louis 
teachers and students could spend 
a year in England, while English 
teachers and students spent that 
year in St. Louis. Such scholar- 
ships, she said, would serve to 
break down prejudices. 

“among the English people there 
is a common feeling of criticism 
toward America,”’ she said. “Tt 
grows-out of the pressure of the 
war debt.
